Under the call of states a bill was 
introduced by Mr. Ladd to prohibit 
military interference at elections, and 
referred to the committee on judiciary.

and tends to destroy the freedom of elec-

Be it enacted, ác., that it shall not be law- 
ful to bring to or employ at any place 
where general or special election is being 
held lu a state any part of the army or 
navv of the United States, unless such 
forcé be necessary to 
repel 
armed 
enemies or enforce section 4 of artf- 
cle four of the Constitution 
of the 
the United States, and laws made in pur- 
suance thereof, on application of the legis- 
lature or executive orthe state where such 
force js to be used, and so much of all laws 
as is inconsistent herewith is hereby re- 
pealed. 


A COINAGE BILL. 
Senator Voorhees to day introduced 
a bill to amend certain sections of the 
revised statutes relating to coinage 
and coin and bullion certificates and 
for other purposes. It is substantially 
a copy of the Warner bill as reported, 
with amendments, from the house 
coinage committee. 


THE LEGISLATIVE BILL.

The grand jury indicted him for 
murder in the first degree, and .his 
trial began in the criminal court on 
the 17th of November and continue 
about a week. Krout was founc 
guilty of manslaughter, the penalty 
being fixed at 21 years in the peniten- 
tiary. He was taken to prison a few 
days after the trial, and had served a 
little; over three years when his 'death 
occurred.' Although he was regardec 
as.a4esperate character before his con 
vicfcion, he had a • good record as a 
prisoner.

] y pinched on Saturday, while coup- 
ling cars, that amputation proved 
necessary. 


The Wabash makes the following 
report of the number of pieces handled 
at Toledo: During March: Fowarded, 
3,370 pieces; received, 2,890; 
total, 
6,260. April, forwarded, 3,790 pieces; 
received, 3,106; total, 6,896. 


On Saturday a special train passed 
through this city on the Pittsburgh 
road, carrying 220 Mormon converts, 
mostly English. 
When they get to 
Salt Lake City McNiece will tackle 
them and make Christians out of them 
in less than no time. 


The Wabash Railway bridge on Bid- 
die's Island is beii^ raised more than 
twelve inches. 
The heavier blocks 
will be raised about two feet and six 
inches, so as to bring them up on a 
level with the track. Hiey are also 
building the abutments out ssxt^n 
feet on each side, so as to do away with 
the tressel. 


On Saturday morning Wabash train 
No. 45 ran off the tsack at Toledo, 
owing to a misplaced switch. The en- 
ine broke from the train and ran some 
fty feet, plowing the ground up into 
a rather wide furrow. The engineer 
and fireman jumped as soon as the ea- 
jine left the track and sustained no 
njurics. 
The engine, was slightly 
damaged, the whisUe being knocked 
off and pipes bent somewhat. 


Saturday's 
Inter-Ocean 
said: 
Promptly on time the two tobacco la- 
den cars came into the Fort Wayne 
depot yesterday morning, just twenty- 
four hours out from New York. Quite 
a crowd was at the stopping place, and 
an impromptu cheer came up for the 
engineer and fireman as they j u m p ^ 
onto the platform. Undoubtedly this 
is the most remarkable time ever made 
by freight, and the record is one that 
covers the Fort Wayne road and oflB- 
cers all over, metaphorically speaking, 
with renown. Yet the latter speak of 
it as nothing after all—a mere baga- 
telle—scarcely Avorth mentioning, so 
common along their route is the light- 
ning speed maintained by the train. 
The cars were in excellent condition, 
notwithstanding one or two appear- 
ances of hot box. 


THE WABASH. 


The papers are full gossip and con- 
tradictory rumors about the designs of 
the Wabash. 
It is asserted that the 
company has decided to build a line 
from Toledo to Detroit, thus makin 
Detroit, the terminus of the line, an^ 
Toledo a way station. 
It is also as- 
serted that the company has decided 
to do nothing of the kind. 
Another 
report is that the Canada Southern 
will be extended to Butler, Ind., 
where it will absorb the Eel River 
line; making a formidable rival to the 
Wabash. 
Arrangements have been 
made with the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas and the St. Louis, Kansas 
City 
and 
Northern 
Railroads 
by 
which 
the 
Wabash 
Railway 
has practically a thorough line to 
Kansas City. ' It is probable that the 
Wabash will get control of the busi- 
ness of Kansas City, and, having its 
grip on the two lines from that place 
to St. Louis, will divert the bulk of 
the eastward traffic from Chicago. The 
Gould roads between New York and 
San Francisco are 400 miles the short- 
est. It is stated upon the best of au- 
thority that Mr. Bfopkins will soon be 
chosen president of the Wabash, a po- 
sition to which his abilities entitle 
him, and which he hits earned by his 
brilliant management of this great 
line'. Wabash stock is constantly ad- 
vancing, and is now quoted at more 
than double the ruling figures at the 
beginning of the year.

Messrs. Robertson & Harper yester- 
day morning receired a telagram an- 
nowciog that Charles Krout died in 
the northern penitentiaryon Saturday 
night of consumption. Reports were 
received in this city some time ago 
that Krout could not live but a short 
time. It was belfeved, however, that 
these statements were made with a 
view to obtaining a pardon, but the 
result shows that they were 
well 
founded. 


The young man who thus ended his 
life in a prison cell owes his sad fate 
to a desperate act committed in a 
moment 
of ungovernable 
passion. 
EIrout lived on 
the Goshen road 
about five miles north of the city, and 
on the night of September 9th, 1875, 
he joined a party who were engaged 
in "belling" Wm. Schovey and wife, 
a newly wedded couple. 
Those who 
were present drank freely, and after 
the affair was over several of them 
met in the road and had a quarrel. An 
old grudge between Chas. Krout and 
a young man named Hatfield was 
brought up. 
Krout attacked Hat- 
field and one Carey Hicks, a young 
man who was visiting friends in the 
neighborhood, went to Hatfield's res- 
cue. Krout thereupon produoed a 
dirk knife and plunged it into Hick's 
body. Death was almost instantaneous. 


Krout was arrested the next morn- 
ing after the tr^edy and lodged in 
jail. The grand jury indicted him for 
murder in the first degree, and his 
trial began in the criminal court on 
the 17th of November and continued 
about a week. 
Krout was found 
guilty of manslaughter, the penalty 
being fixed at 21 years in the peniten- 
tiary. 
He was taken to prison a few 
days after the trial, and had served 
little over three years when his death 
occurred. 
Although he was regarded 
as. a desperate character before his con- 
viction, he had a good record as a 
prisoner. 
Soon after he became a 
convict his health began to fail, and 
he was never able to do_much work in 
th^rison. 


Krout's parents were dead, and it 
will be remembered that his aunt, a 
Mrs. Pulvermiller, who lives in the 
ninth ward, clung to him during all 
his troubles with the devotion of a 
mother. She has visited him several 
times in prison, and has made several 
attempts to obtain a pardon for him. 
She never gave up hope of _ 
him pardoned out, and having him die 
a free man. She was greatly affected 
yesterday at the news of his death, 
and decided at once to have the re- 
mains sent to this city, and given 
Christian burial at her expense.
